Machinery has been ordered tnns- 
fered from La Cre-centa to Sitr- 
ra Madre and i3 due to arrive 
tomorrow or Monday.

The storm began on Feb- 
ruirv 28 and grew in intensity 
until the afternoon and evening 
of March 2. subsiding on the 
morning of March 3. and leaving 
in its wake the greatest storm 
and flood damage in the history 
of Southern California.

With state and federal income 
taxes looming up before citizen:

situation here in Cali ornia by 
Judge Dudley Monk, chairman of 
the tax committee of the Pasa¬ 
dena Chamber of Commerce, at 
their weekly meeting Tuesday. 

Judge Monk said that the sys¬ 
tem of taxation in California is 
driving tourists away from the 
state, rather than keeping them 
here for longer periods. He rea¬ 
soned that people who come 0Ui 
here for the winter and stay for 
several months are being taxed 
heavily because of the fact that 
they are establishing residence 
here in California and in their 
home state as well. 

A domicile clause in the Cali¬ 
fornia income tax structure seems 
to be doing the most damage and 
Judge Monk declared that citi¬ 
zens should urge their represent¬ 
atives to change this particular 
clause so that it will not frighten 
tourists away or shorten theirs 
visits

pendents of governments.

Is a disposition on the part of 
many employed persons to aban¬ 
don the old-fasnioned habit of 
saving against a rainy dav be¬ 
cause they - feel the government 
will tike care of them if they 
lose their jobs. 

California, according to latest 
official figures, has some 2S0.0O0 
persons on the dole an 1 prob¬ 
ably tens of thousan is who are 
rereiving partial support from 
government in one form or an¬ 
other. And working California • 
labor, the farmer, the business¬ 
man and the professional man 
is footing the bill, with between 
20 and 25 per cent of its income 
going to pay federal, state and 
local taxes!

30 minutes per pound for me¬ 
dium-done meat; 30-35 minutes 
per pound for well done meat. 
Do not add water and do not 
baste. 

Cuts from the loin, rack, the 
breast and shoulder, boned and 
rolled, may be roasted in this 
way; but they require additional 
time per pound for total roasting.
